SECTION 2. BE IT FURTHER ORDAINED, That the following conditions be added to
those imposed in Ordinance No. 11348:
1. Add new Condition No. 4 which states: “The addition of a street yard of
evergreen trees two inches (2”) in caliber six inches (6”) above planting ball planted a maximum

of fifteen feet (15°) on center except where driveway enters Oak Hill Road”; and

2. Add a Condition No. 5 which states: “Exit only to Oak Hill Road, subject to

review and approval of City Traffic Engiﬁeer.”
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SECTION 3. BE IT FURTHER ORDAINED, That this Ordinance shall take effect two
